Now We Understand 


Tlie testimony paid to oar I 
Agawam Police Sgt. John J. | 
Chrtscola last Thursday was in- j 
dicative >f the intense respect a 
public servant may earn and de¬ 
serve for fulfilling his assign¬ 
ment without criticism from 
those whom he served. 

The duties of a police officer 
involve a multi-sided background 
for such criticism. It is said so 
often that because a person 
wears a badge of a policeman, he 
•has acquired a second personal¬ 
ity. He may well have become 
autocratic or over demanding 
and “cracked the whip” just to 
demonstrate his authority. Once 
a person adopts this attitude it 
becomes too difficult to “draw the 
line” and he soon finds his ef¬ 
forts and arrests put him in re¬ 
bellion with those with whom he 
becomes involved. It is only hu¬ 
man to resist especially when a 
record is involved. Such an atti¬ 
tude would have brought a storm 
of .protest from the public to the 
desk of the Police Chief or the 
C omani ssioners’ Office. 

Prom the opposite angle a po¬ 
lice officer can ivcome the “good 
Joe” who because his personality 
demands affection decides to let 
everyone “off easy.” He is the 
one who expects to help in mak¬ 
ing “the fix.” He is the one who 
rives “pats on the back” to those 
who have intentionally done 
wrong and should have been re¬ 
strained. This action can also 
bring criticism to the desk of the 
Commissioner. 

Then there is the officer who 
seldom becomes involved because 
he doesn’t have either of the two 
personalities expressed above. He 
doesn’t “see anything” because 


what he saw might become an in¬ 
volvement. He rides placidly 
through his entire shift, day af¬ 
ter day, looking only “straight 
ahead.” He is always on the job 
physically but. does little actual 
work. This inactivity brings 
criticism from and not to the 
Commissioner office. 

When you analyze the person¬ 
ality of John Chrlscola and his 
efforts as a police officer, you 
soon realize that he doesn’t fit 
any of the above categories. The 
only contacts which the Commis¬ 
sioner’s office had with the pub¬ 
lic regarding him were in regard 
to praise. 

If we stopped praising John at 
this point we would be remiss. 
When his police officer respon¬ 
sibilities ended he willingly took 
on extra duties. I refer particu¬ 
larly to his many years of extra 
service on the Personnel Board. 
I have known him to recommend 
against police pay raises. This is 
indicative of his attitude and his 
fairness. 


Doing all of the above you 
might expect any normal indi¬ 
vidual to stop at this point but 
he didn’t.’ He gave extra effort to 
his church, to philanthropic clubs 
in our Town, as well as his fami¬ 
ly, through it all he permeated 
good will and good cheer all with 
a smile .. no individual could do 
more. 

While on the subject of police 
and police activities, the public 
might be alerted to the fact that 
our ambulance service has been 
discussd on many occasions. 

There are times, especially dur¬ 
ing the day shift, when there is 
a shortage of police officers to 
man both the ambulance and con¬ 
tinue cruising operations si.an.ul- j 
taneously. If there is an artiibu-i 
lance call a cruiser must be j 
called from a service to the police 
garage. Officers then man the 
ambulance to the scene and then 
to the hospital. The thought is 
to place the ambulance in Fire 
Station No. 2 and move from 
that point to the emergency 
scene. When the “call” did come 
to the combined radio system 
of the police and Fire Depts., one 


fireman would drive the ambu¬ 
lance .to the scene at once. Since 
the same call was received by the 
cruisers at large, these cruisers 
would lx* alerted to the scene at 
once. At this point the combined 
efforts of both departments 
would be employed. When the 
mission was completed the Fire¬ 
man would return the ambulance 
to the garage and the Police Of¬ 
ficer would return to cruising op¬ 


erations. 

The crux to this question is 
“Is it more sensible, in this day 
and age, to run momentarily 
short on Police Officers or Five- 
men?” Whatever you decide the 
answer to this question anay be, 
our suggested revision of policy 
seems most fittingly to answer 
either.

I don’t 
consider our woodland, meadows, 
brooks as vacant land but as our 
rich environment. Let's take our 
share of low-cost homes, but let’s 
also make other communities 
aware of their Christian obliga¬ 
tions.”

search the more likelihood of 
success during the open season. 

Stopped in at the checking 
station in Westfield, Mass. Mon¬ 
day evening, first day of the 
deer season in Mass. The area 
was mobbed. Eighty-four deer 
had been checked in by 5 :30 p.m. 
and the cars were lined up on 
Route 20 waiting their turn. The 
bucks harvested were very large 
as a general rule. Did notice a 
great many does on the waiting 
vehicles. 

Did you know that along with 
the tail, which can be as long as 
14 inches, the whitetail buck is 
distinguished by its antlers 
which differ from those of the 
blacktail or mule deer. In the 
whitetail, a heavy main beam 
arises from the brow, curves 
backward briefly and then 
curves out and forward, with the 
tines or points emerging from 
this single beam. The antlers of 
the blacktail and mule deer 
branch and rebranch, forming 
forks, and lack a main beam. 
The antlers, which grow from 
permanent pedicels on the fore¬ 
part of the skull, are shed each 
year, usually by late December, 
and a new set begins to appear 
on the buck’s brow in April or 
May. The yearling whitetail has 
“spikes” and normally does not 
have mature antlers until he is 
four years old. Incidentally, 
many people believe that the 
number of points and the size of 
the antlers indicate the deer’s 
age. This is not true. The only 
scientific means of determining 
the age of a deer is by the con¬ 
dition of his teeth, and even this 
method is not always reliable. 
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be so. 

Then how about the sumac’s 
crimson, aspen gold poured down 
mountainsides, and maple ridges 
in West Fairlee, Vermont, that 
are billows of scarlet and 
orange? 

We know how such trees are 
colored. We can explain it In 
term's of certain sugars and min¬ 
erals, and the retreat of green 
chlorophyll. But there seems to 
be no reason for such color. It 
seems to be color as an end in 
itself, rather than means to an 
end. 

It’s as if God had decided to 
kindle one great one great blaze 
of living lieauty for its own sake. 
Something that a northern world 
could remember through winter 
— a memory to keep until there 
are flowers again. 

For the hunter, it is the ready¬ 
ing time. Take to the field and 
research the habitat of the white- 
tail deer ... his eating schedule, 
and what he is dining on.
